Simla, the 19th August, 1893: : 
In March last the Agent to the Governor-General in Baluchistan 
reported to the Government of India that Mir Khudadad Khan, the Khan of 
Kalat, had suddenly murdered, at Bagh, on the 28th March 1893, Fakir 
Muhammad, the Mustaufi or Minister of the Kalat State, Ghulam Farukh, 
the Minister’s son, Naib Abdul Aziz, the Minister’s father, and Sherdad, 
the Minister's confidential agent. The Khan was called upon to give an. 
explanation of his conduct, and summoned to meet the Political Agent at — 
Bellpat. The Khan attended at Bellpat accordingly, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded with the Political Agent to Quetta, where the Governor-General’s 
Agent, assisted by a jirga of influential Sardars of the country, held an in-— 
vestigation into the Khan’s conduct. The Government of India have con-

They have also taken into consideration the finding of the isaluch Sardars. 


The evidence has established beyond all doubt Mir Khudadad Khan’s 
responsibility for the murder of the above named persons. e Khan has __ 
also been proved to be res onsible for other murders and mutilations last 
year, and it is shown that he has ruled his State oppressively and cruelly. 
The finding of the Baluch Sardars is to the effect that Mir Khudadad 
Khan is guilty of the crimes with which he has been charged, and their re- 
commendation is that he be deposed, and that his eldest son, Mir Mahmud 
Khan, be put in his place. The Khan himself has asked the Government 
of India to accept his resignation, and to recognise Mir Mahmud Khan as 
his successor. | ; ; 
Tn the judgment of the Governor-General in Council : Mir Khudadad 
Khan’s conduct would justify his deposition, but in consideration of the fact — 
that he has been an ally of the British Government for many years, and in” 
deference to his position and rank, His Excellency in Council has decided to 
‘accept his abdication. ¢ : 
Mir Mahmud Khan will accordingly be recognised as Khan of Kalat, 
jn succession to his father, and the Governor-General in Council desires it to 
be clearly understood that the position of the Kalat State towards the British

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Finance and Commerce Department. 


During the past year and a half numerous representations have reached the 
Government of India from European officers in Government service, bringing to 
notice the hardship which they have undergone in consequence of the fall in the 
rate.of exchange, and praying for the adoption of measures of relief. The facts 
which came to the knowledge of the Government of India left no doubt that the 
distress from which their servants were suffering was widespread and severe ; and 

sd His Excellency the Governor General in Council has lost no ce of express- 
ing his sympathy with those who have been affected, and of urging upon the 
Secretary of State the necessity of applying an early and adequate remedy. It 
was not, however, found possible to deal with the matter while measures regarding the 
reform of the currency were still under consideration. His Excellency the Governor 
General in Council is now able to announce that the Secretary of State has been 
pleased to accord his sanction to the following scheme : 


To every European and Eurasian Officer of Government, Civil or Military, not 
domiciled in India (except those whose pay is fixed in sterling and converted into 
rupees annually at the official adjusting rate) will be granted an allowance, to be 
designated Exchange Compensation Allowance, sufficient to enable each officer to 
remit to Europe one-half his salary, subject to a maximum limit of £1,000 a year, 
at a privileged rate. The privileged rate has been fixed until further orders at 
1s. 6d. the rupee. The allowance, which will be admissible w any re- 
mittance is actually made to Europe or not, will be given in the form of a 
percentage on the officer’s salary, varying with the rate of exchange assumed as 

‘the market rate for the quarter, and calculated to yield an amount equal to the 
difference between one-half salary converted at 1s. 6d., and one-half - 

_conyerted at the average market rate. The allowance will be payable month*by
